High School Band And 


Unusually Heavy Vote At Polls 
Gives Menlo Park Three 


New Councilmen 


Verifying the prediction made in 
Monday morning’s “Extra” edition 
of the Menlo Park Recorder, Henry 
Carroll, James E. Cooper and Irv- 
ing F. Dunn were elected to seats 
on the city council by a sweeping 
majority. The election was hotly 
contested and both the administra- 
tion and the “New Deal” candi- 
dates claimed the advantage until 
the count of the ballots had gotten 
wel] under way. As the count pro- 
ceeded it became more and more 
apparent that the “New Deal” was 
in big demand. 

During the course of the day 762 
vbdters went to the polls to cast a 
ballot for their favorite ticket. A 
great deal of dissatisfaction and 
unfavorable comment was heard 
on all sides over the fact that the 
hours the polls were open had been 
shortened and a large number of 
commuters (some 200 or more) 
were deprived of their right to vote. 
The polls were not opened until 8 
o'clock Monday morning, for some 
unkknown reason, instead of 6 0o’- 
clock as is the usual custom. In 
fact Menlo Park is the only city in 
which an election was held on 
Mondazy that these hours were ob- 
served. This caused a grand rush 
for both 
tickets at the depot to meet trains 
after 5 o’clock in the afternoon. 
Owing to this fact 762 votes is con- 
‘sidered a record. 

As the count proceeded the win- 
ners became more and more smil- 
ing and happy, while the admisin- 
tration men’s faces took on a seri- 
ous and gloomy aspect. The final 
tally showed Irving Dunn, lowest 
“New Deal” candidate, lead George 
F. Nesbitt, high administration 
man, by the large margin of 117 
votes. 

The votes stood as follows three 
to be elected:

‘ Henry Carroll 438 
Irving F. Dunn 427 
George Nesbitt 310 
E. J. Crane 307 
W. E. Dale 283
